He was mar- 
ried in 1871 to Miss Helene Taddiken, Yever, Ger- 
many, who survives him, with three children, 
Frederick, Martha, and Anna.

BEAVER WINS TRIAL RACES. 


English-Built Boat Selected by Judges 


to Defend Canada Cup Against

THE LYNCHING AT TALLULAH. 
The State department has received a copy 
ef the report made by the secretary) of 
the Italian Embassy of his investigation 
of the lynching of the five Italians at Tal- 
lulah, La. Assuming that the secretaty’s 
report is correct, the case is not quite as 
bad a one as that of 1890, 
a temporary suspension of diplomatic’ in- 
tercourse between Italy and the United 
States. Of the Italians lynched at New 
Orleans in that year some had been tried | 
and acquitted. They were, however, still 
in prison—in the custody of the local au- 
thorities. Those authorities had been 
warned against the possibility of an put- 
break, but took no precautions, and hence 
it was easy for the lynchers to break jnto 
the prison and get their victims.

But the Tallulah affair is bad eno 
even if, as the Governor of Louisiang al- 
leges, it is shown that three of the five 
Italians who met violent deaths had 
an oath of allegiance to the United St 
and even if the row which ended in 
lynching was started by one of the Italians, 
It is certain that at least two citizens of 
a foreign country have been unlawfully 
put to death and that the United States 
cannot shirk responsibility because a 
ana mob did the killing.

THE WORTHY SCHOOL CASE. 


Possibly Judge Hanecy was too severe in 


his wholesale rebuke of the officers of the 


John Worthy School when he characterized 


them as brutal, cruel, and unfit for the 
positions they hold.” If Lyons, the guard 
who was held to the grand jury for assault- 


ing the boy, Stewart, inf the bruises 
as charged, he deserves to be dismissed from 
his position. Superintendent Sloan’s asser- 
tion that the boy inflicted the injuries upon 
himself is nonsensical. Nevertheless, 
Judge Hanecy will probably find that there 
are two sides to the case. Boys in reforma- 
tory institutions are not always models of 
truthfulness, and the record of this par- 
ticular boy is not such as to justify a Judge 
in accepting his story at its face value. He 
was committed to the school because his 
parents despaired of managing him. 
Youths of that stamp have a way of doing 
exasperating things, and it is not safe to 
econdemn the entire management of an in- 
stitution on the testimony of one such boy. 
On the other hand, it is undeniable that 
the general tendency in reformatory insti- 
tutions is toward excessive severity and 
brutality. There are usually some incor- 
rigibles who are impervious to any influence 
except that of physical punishment or dark 
cells. The daily irritation of contact with 
such subjects has a hardening effect on the 
guards, and the methods of punishment al- 
most invariably degenerate into harshness 
and cruelty if the management is not 
checked by outside authority. This will 
probably explain the John Worthy School 
case. It is not necessary to conclude either 
that the boy is an innocent cherub or that 
the guard isa deliberate rufflan. The boy 
in all probability deserved punishment, for 
he partly admits having thrown a block of 
wood at another boy. The gnard certainly 
deserves to be brought up with a short turn 
for the brutal nature of his assault on the 
boy. As ‘Judge Hanecy says, he is unfit to 
be in such an institution. 


It is only by the salutary punishment of 


brutalities of this sort that the general ten- 
dency toward cruelty in corrective institu- 
tions can be checked. The task of con- 
trolling unruly boys is not an easy one, but, 
‘no matter what may be the provocation, no 
guard is justified in inflicting bruises such 
‘as young Stewart has on his body. Super- 
intendent Sloan made his error in defend- 
ing the guard’s brutality or in trying to 
hide it under a flimsy and incredible story. 
Judge Hanecy’s rebuke, if made somewhat 
less sweeping, is deserved and salutary, _

ing to Professor William H. Hobbs of the 
Madison University, is about 600 miles in 
length by 200 miles in width with its longer 
axis trending almost exactly northwest and 
southeast, and it embraces in all eight lo- 
calities in Michigan, Ohio, Wisconsin, In- 
nols, and Minnesota, where diamonds have 
been found. Professor Hobbs, in a recent 
number of the Journal of Geology, has an 
interesting paper giving an account of the 
different discoveries of diamonds in this | 
region to date, and says that seventeen 
well identified diamonds, varying in weight 
from one-half karat to more than twenty- | 
one karats, have been discovered in the great 
lakes district. He adds: It it were pos- 
sible to visit all the homes in the lake region | 
I have no doubt that many diamonds would 
be found in the little collection of-pebbles 
and local curios which accumulate on the | 
clock shelves of country farm-houses. Of 
the eight localities in which diamonds have 
been found six, embracing a territory of 
200 square miles, have for their center the 
City of Milwaukee, and one of the largest, 
of the seventeen stones discovered found } 
while digging a well at Waukesha in 1876. | 
This stone, which weighed fifteen karats, | 
was formerly in the possession of Colonel | 
S. H. Boynton, a jeweler of this city, but | 
was purchased by Tiffany of New York, | 
and is still uncut in their collection. The 
gems are usually found in the gravel of 
creek or river beds, and all excepting those 
found at Plum Creek, Wis., have been ob- 
tained from the deposits of glacial drift. 
One found in 1897 by two children in Milford, 
Clermont County, O., is described as a dia- 
mond of purest water weighing six karats.” |.

HASTY MARRIAGE OF DIVORCES. 
John Bentz of Covington, Ky., has just 
furnished a new and peculiar illustration of 


the adage about marrying in haste to repent | __ 
at leisure. On Aug. 2 he obtained a decree 
of divorce from his wife on the ground of 
desertion, and two days later he married 
another woman. His indecent haste 
aroused the indignation of Judge Tarvin, 
who had granted the decree, and the Judge 
immediately called the case again in open 
court and set aside the former judgment. 
For the present Mr. Bentz finds himself 
possessed of one wife too many, and nobody 
will have any great amount of sympathy for 
him in his predicament. 


‘Whether Judge Tarvin's action in thus 


remanding the case will stand or not, he is 
justified in his indignation that his court 
should be used as Bentz used it, “ evincing 
an utter disregard of the obligatiéns and 
sacredness of the marriage relations.” The 
man’s indecent haste to marry another 
woman is proof presumptive that this was 
his prime motive for seeking a divorce, and 
the charges against the first wife will bear 


further investigation. It would be well 


if all divorce courts followed the example 
of the Kentucky Judge in cases of this kind. 
The recent example of this sort of thing in 
the so-called high life of New York is a 
flagrant instance in point. True, in this 
case it was Mr, Sloan who obtained the 
divorce and Mrs. Sloan who immediately 
married Mr. Belmont in defiance of the 
court’s prohibition. If the divorce court 
‘had adopted the course of the Kentucky 
Judge the punishment would have fallen 
on the presumptively innocent man as well 
as on the guilty woman. But this shame- 
less haste of divorcees to marry again is a 
growing disgrace and should be ‘checked 
by every reasonable means. „„

INSPECTOR SCHUBERT'S OBJECT LES- 
SON ON ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


‘Takes a Trip to Blue Island in the Cab 
of No. 216 and Learn That the Rail- 
road Can Abate the Nuisance of 
Fames and Cinders with a Star 
Crew and Choice Fuel—His Com- 
ments on the Run — Views of Ex~- 
vert 


@moke Inspector John C. Schubert, prodded 

into activity by the complaints of the patrons 
ot the Illinois Central railroad, made the 

trip to Blue Island yesterday afternoon in 

the cab of a suburban express engine to be 
* given a demonstration of how the road can 

abate the smoke nuisance when it feels 80 

disposed. The trip was made in the cab of 
engine No. 216, with a star crew and a 
supply of choice coal. 


The results of the trip were an object les- 


gon in smoke prevention. No. 216, with En- 
gineer Frank Dunham in charge and Fire- 
man Smith at the shovel, made a trip on 
“scheduled time that was all that the com- 
alning patrons ot the road could demand. 
le No. 216 was running south with the 
gauge indicating 130 pounds of steam, show-~ 
ing that the fireman was not “ favoring it, 
and this with a minimum of smoke, other en- 
tines were passed on the tracks doing all in 
the way of smoke that has been made the 
burden of complaints. | 

Inspector Schubert was accompanied by 
William H. Quirk, smoke inspector of the 
Illinois Central railroad. His position in the 
cab gave opportunity to see what a compe- 
tent and careful fireman can do in the way of 
preventing smoke. 

Schubert Approves the Run. 
At the end of 2 Baa Inspector Schubert 
said to Inspector rk: 

„ That was first rate. If all your engines 
were run like that there wouldn't be any 
smoke on the lake front.” 

And Inspector Quirk replied to Inspector 
Schubert: 

That's the best crew on the road and 
that's the way they do it every time.“ 

It was a new experience for Smoke In- 
spector Schubert, being the firet time he 
has seen the operation of a locomotive at 

‘close range. It indicated to his satisfac- 
tion that there are smoking engines on the 
road and that the preventive is one which 


is at the disposal of the management. The 


Smoke Inspector was moved on Tuesday to 
gend an inspector to watch the Illinois Cen- 
tral trains and he received a report of seven 
smoking Illinois Central engines and two 
Smoking Michigan Central engines. So he 
was about convinced that there were smok- 
. Ing engines on the lake front and what he 
wanted to find out was how and why they 
were smoking. 


Choice Coal and Good Firing. 
The methods which evoked the admira- 
tion of Smoke Inspector Schubert were sim- 
ple. The tender carried a good quality of 
coal-—large lumps and fairly free from dirt. 
The fireman put the coal in the firebox not 
more than two shovelfuls at a time and re- 
peated the fifing frequently. The door to the 
firebox was left open the greater part of the 
run down the lakefront. When the train got 
out to the neighborhood of One Hundredth 
street the firing was done in three and four 
shovelfuls and the door was closed. The 
Object lesson in clean methods was empha-~- 
sized. The volumes of smoke began to pour 
out of the stack. 
No. 216 left on the fast track as an express 
» @t 2 o'clock with the Smoke Inspector peer- 
ing out of the front window of the cab and 
squinting up at the stack. Engineer and 
‘fireman and the engine itself, even if, as the 
crew said, “it had not been in the shop for 
seventeen months,“ were on trial to make 
as little smoke as an Illinois Central.express 
suburban train can make on a fast trip.
